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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


EPISCOPAL  CHURCHWOMEN,  CHAPEL  OF  THE  CROSS 


CONSTITUTION 


Article  I 
NAME 


Article  V 
DELEGATES  TO  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  "The 
Chapel  of  the  Cross  Branch  Episcopal  Churchwomen, 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina." 


Article  II 
PURPOSE 


The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall  be  to  en- 
able the  women  of  the  parish  of  the  Chapel  of 
the  Cross  through  worship,  study,  service,  and 
fellowship  to  share  more  fully  in  the  mission 
of  the  whole  Church. 


Article  III 

MEMBERSHIP  AND  MEETINGS 


Delegates  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Episcopal  Churchwomen  shall  be  chosen  by  virtue 
of  their  office  in  the  following  order:  Presi- 
dent, and  President-Elect.  Alternates  and  any 
additional  delegates  to  which  the  Branch  may  be 
entitled  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  President. 


Article  VI 
AMENDMENT 


This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  general 
meeting  of  the  Branch  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  provided  that  a  written  copy  of 
the  proposed  amendments  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Branch  Secretary  and  a  copy  mailed  to  every 
member  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  date  of 
voting. 


Section  1.  The  membership  of  this  organization 
shall  be  composed  of  those  women  of 
the  parish  and  community  who  share 
in  its  program. 

Section  2.  The  Branch  shall  meet  not  less  than 
four  times  a  year. 


BY-LAWS 


Article  IV 
OFFICERS 


Article  I 
ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 


Section  1.  The  elected  officers  of  this  organ- 
ization shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
and  those  officers  needed  to  carry 
out  the  program  of  the  Branch,  such 
as  a  Secretary  of  Christian  Education, 
a  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions, a  Secretary  of  Devotional  Life, 
United  Thank  Offering  Treasurer,  a 
Secretary  of  Missions,  a  Secretary 
of  College  Work  and  Christian  Minis- 
tries, a  Secretary  of  Promotion,  and 
a  Church  Periodical  Club  Director. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Board  shall  consist  of 
the  elected  officers  and  appointed 
officers.  It  shall  meet  not  less 
than  four  times  a  year  and  also  at 
the  call  of  the  President. 

Section  3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  con- 
sist of  the  President,  Vice-President, 
Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  Chapter 
Chairmen  (if  there  are  any)  and  meet 
only  at  the  call  of  the  President. 


The  President  shall  appoint,  and  announce  in 
February,  a  nominating  committee  who  shall 
present  at  the  March  meeting  a  slate  of  one  or 
more  nominees  for  each  office  to  be  filled. 
It  is  recommended  that  at  least  one  past 
president  be  included  on  the  nominating  com- 
mittee. The  consent  of  the  Nominees  shall  be 
obtained  before  their  names  are  presented. 
Nominations  for  officers  may  be  made  from  the 
floor  at  the  March  meeting,  provided  consent 
of  nominees  has  been  obtained  before  their 
names  are  presented. 


Article  II 
TERM  OF  OFFICE 


Section  1.  The  President  and  Vice-President 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one 
year.  All  other  Branch  officers 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two 
years.  The  President  and  Vice- 
President  shall  take  office  the 
same  year.  The  Treasurer,  Sec- 
retary of  Christian  Education, 
Secretary  of  Missions,  and  Sec- 
retary of  Promotion  will  assume 
office  in  the  same  year;  the 
Secretary,  the  Secretary  of  Devo- 
tional Life,  United  Thank  Offer- 
ing Treasurer,  Secretary  of  Christ- 
ian Social  Relations,  and  Secretary 
of  College  Work  and  Christian  Min- 
istries in  alternate  years.  The 
Vice-President  shall  be  President- 
Elect.  The  out-going  President 
shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  the 
Board  for  the  year  following  her 
term  of  office.  The  office  of 
Treasurer  shall  have  a  one-year 
apprenticeship  coinciding  with 
the  final  year  of  office  of  the 
outgoing  Treasurer  prior  to 
assuming  the  two-year  office. 

Section  2.  Newly  elected  officers  shall  be 
installed  at  the  May  meeting  of 
the  Branch. 

Section  3.  Out-going  and  newly  installed  officers 
shall  attend  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Board  in  May, 

Section  4.  Vacancies  during  the  year  shall  be 
filled  by  the  President.  Unexpired 
terms  shall  be  filled  by  the  current 
nominating  committee. 


Article  III 

DUTIES  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 
AND  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE

The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  to 
consider  suggested  activities  and 
business  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen 
and  make  recommendations  to  the  Branch 
for  its  approval .

Article  IV 
DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Each  officer  should  have  the  Episcopal 
Churchwomen  Yearbook  and  refer  to  it 
frequently  with  special  attention  paid 
to  the  section  pertaining  to  her  work.

Section  2.  The  President  shall  have  general  over- 
sight of  all  work  of  the  Branch  and 
shall  appoint  the  chairmen  of  neces- 
sary committees.  She  shall  preside 
at  meetins  of  the  Branch  and  of  the 
Executive  Board,  and  Executive  Com- 
mittee when  necessary.  She  shall  be 
an  ex  officio  member  of  all  commit- 
tees. She  shall  make  a  report  to 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  parish 
when  requested  by  the  Rector. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-President  shall  act  in  the 
absence  of  the  President,  and  shall 
have  specific  duties  to  be  decided 
in  conference  with  the  President. 

Section  4.  The  Secretary  shall  record  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Branch,  the  Execu- 
tive Board,  and  the  Executive 
Committee.  She  shall  carry  on  nec- 
essary correspondence,  and  see  that 
past  records  are  suitably  filed  at 
the  Parish  House  in  the  Cobb  E.C.W. 
Room. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  dis- 
burse all  money,  except  the  United 
Thank  Offering  and  Church  Periodical 
Club  funds,  and  shall  make  a  detailed 
report  at  each  meeting  of  the  Branch. 
She  shall  send  all  disbursements, 
other  than  small  local  ones,  to  the 
Diocesan  Treasurer  with  instructions 
for  disbursement.  The  Treasurer's 
accounts  shall  be  verified  by  a 
public  auditor  in  June  of  each  year. 


Section  6.  A  Secretary  of  Christian  Education 
shall  promote  and  stimulate  Christ- 
ian educational  work  in  the  Branch. 
She  shall  assist  the  Chapters  if 
they  desire. 

Section  7.  A  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions shall  promote  the  Christian 
social  relations  in  the  parish  and 
community.  She  shall  be  the  rep- 
resentative of  the  Chapel  of  the 
Cross  Branch  of  the  Episcopal  Church- 
women to  the  Chapel  Hill  Interfaith 
Council  and  Churchwomen  United. 

Section  8.  The  Treasurer  of  the  United  Thank 
Offering  shall  receive  the  U.T.O. 
in  the  spring  and  fall  of  each  year 
and  shall  remit  immediately  to  the 
Convocation  U.T.O.  Treasurer.  She 
shall  -promote  the  program  and  the 
understanding  of  the  United  Thank 
Offering. 

Section  9.  The  Secretary  of  Promotion  shall  be 
responsible  for  news  of  the  E.C.W. 
in  the  local  media,  and  for  liaison 
with  the  Diocesan  Secretary  of  Pro- 
motion. 

Section  10.  The  Secretary  of  Missions  shall 
stimulate  interest  in  missions. 
She  shall  be  responsible  for  send- 
ing birthday  and  Christmas  remem- 
brances to  missionaries  assigned 
to  the  Branch  by  the  Diocesan  Chair- 
man of  Missions.  She  shall  remind 
the  Branch  Treasurer  of  the  mission- 
ary Christmas  gift  which  is  to  be 
sent  to  the  proper  receiver  before 
November  15.

The  Secretary  of  College  Work  and 
and  Christian  Ministries  shall  main- 
tain contact  with  students  of  the 
Parish  who  are  away,  work  closely 
with  the  clergy  and  chaplain  offer- 
ing them  her  talents  and  time.  She 
shall  inform  young  women  of  the 
Parish  of  the  opportunities  for  full 
time  work  in  Christian  ministry. 

The  Director  of  the  Church  Period- 
ical Club  shall  know  and  understand 
the  work  of  the  C.P.C.  which  provides 
reading  material  for  those  who  could 
not  otherwise  obtain  it. 

All  Branch  Officers  shall  keep  note- 
books  which  outline  duties  and  sug- 
gestions for  the  discharge  of  their 
office.  These  notebooks  shall  be 
given  to  their  successors  at  the 
joint  Executive  Board  meeting  in  May. 


Article  V 
CHAPTERS 

For  effective  service,  the  Branch 
shall  be  divided  into  Chapters  for 
study  and  worship. 

A  Chapter  shall  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  Chairman  elected  by  the 
Chapter  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

Officers  needed  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Chapter  Chairman. 

Each  Chapter  shall  hold  at  least 
four  meetings  a  year. 

Chapter  meetings  shall  be  devoted 
to  worship,  study,  service  and 
fellowship. 


Article  VI 
FINANCES 


Finances  and  metters  of  business 
and  policy  shall  be  discussed  and 
decided  only  in  meetings  of  the 
Branch. 

Each  member  shall  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  make  a  pledge  to 
the  Branch.  Pledges  shall  be 
collected  by  the  Branch  Trea- 
surer. 

There  shall  be  a  Finance  Committee 
consisting  of  the  President, 
Treasurer,  and  one  other  member 
appointed  by  the  President  which 
shall  prepare  a  budget  for  the  year 
based  on  the  anticipated  pledges 
for  that  year.  This  budget  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Branch  at  its 
general  meeting  in  May. 


Section  4.   Of  the  tctal  amount  of  the  budget, 
it  is  suggested  that  one  half  shall 
apply  to  work  outside  the  parish  and 
the  remainder  to  work  within  the 
parish.  (Parish  is  defined  as  local 
programs  of  local  congregations.) 
The  pledge  to  the  Diocesan  Episco- 
pal Churchwomen  shall  be  included 
in  the  amount  alloted  to  work  out- 
side the  parish. 

Section  5.   The  United  Thank  Offering  and  special 
offerings  shall  be  in  addition  to 
the  budget. 

Section  6.   Disposition  of  surplus  funds  shall 
be  passed  upon  by  the  Executive 
Board  and  recommended  to  the  Branch 
for  approval . 

Section  7.   Special  fund  raising  projects  may  be 
carried  out  by  the  Chapters  with 
proceeds  used  according  to  the 
majority  vote  of  the  Chapter. 

Section  8.   Any  general  fund  raising  projects 
held  by  the  Branch  shall  have  the 
approval  of  the  Rector,  as  must  the 
disbursements  of  the  profits. 

Section  9.   The  Branch  shall  send  $5.00  to  Saint 
Hilda's  Altar  Guild  as  a  memorial 
upon  the  death  of  a  member  of  the 
Branch. 

Section  10.  Disbursement  funds  listed  in  the 

budget  for  each  officer  may  be  spent 
according  to  her  individual  judge- 
ment. 


Article  VII 

PARLIAMENTARY  PROCEDURES 


Section  1.   The  President  shall  appoint  a 

parliamentarian.  Roberts'  Rules  of 
Order  shall  be  the  authority  for  all 
questions  of  parliamentary  proce- 
dure not  covered  by  the  Constitution 
or  By-Laws. 

Section  2.   The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall 
be  published  annually  in  the  Branch 
Yearbook. 

Section  3.  The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall 
be  read  and  discussed  at  the  joint 
Executive  Board  meeting  in  May. 

Section  4.  These  By-Laws  may  he  either  altered 
or  amended  by  a  majority  of  members 
present  at  any  Branch  meeting  pro- 
vided the  proposed  alterations  have 
been  presented  to  a  general  meeting 
one  month  prior  to  the  date  of  vot- 
ing. 

Section  5.   All  motions  at  Branch  meetings  other 
than  those  pertaining  to  the  Consti- 
tution or  By-Laws  shall  be  decided 
by  a  majority  vote  of  those  present.

WORSHIP,  SACRAMENT,  AND  PASTORAL  CARE 

In  the  tradition  of  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  public  worship  is  the  center 
of  parish  life.   Clergy  and  laity  share  in  the  leadership  of  public  worship, 
a  recognition  that  the  liturgy  is  the  common  work  of  all  the  people.   Sermons 
are  preached  at  the  two  principal  Sunday  services  (9:00  and  11:15  a.m.),  and 
brief  homilies  at  other  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Eucharist.   The  Junior  Choir 
(young  people  from  third  grade  through  high  school)  sings  at  9:00  Sunday 
services,  the  Senior  Choir  (adults)  at  11:15.   Babysitting  is  provided  for 
infants  and  preschoolers  during  these  services;  young  children  are  always 
welcome  to  attend  services,  and  it  is  assumed  that  all  children  over  six 
will  do  so.  All  baptized  persons,  whether  or  not  they  have  been  confirmed 
in  the  Episcopal  Church,  are  invited  to  receive  communion.

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HOLY  COMMUNION  is  available  to  those  who  cannot  come  to  church  because  of 
illness  or  other  infirmities.   The  clergy  welcome  opportunities  to  celebrate 
the  eucharist  in  homes,  hospitals,  or  nursing  homes.

THE  CHAPEL  IS  OPEN  for  personal  prayer  and  meditation  from  dawn  until  nearly 
mid-night  every  day.   Copies  of  Forward  Day  By  Day,  a  manual  of  daily  Bible 
readings  and  devotions  for  personal  use,  are  available  in  the  tract  room  ad- 
joining the  chapel.   THE  INTERCESSION  BOOK,  for  noting  names  of  those  for  whom 
the  congregation's  prayers  are  desired,  is  also  located  in  the  tract  room 
during  the  week,  or  on  the  table  at  the  back  of  the  church  on  Sunday 
mornings. 

HOLY  BAPTISM  of  children  and  adults  is  celebrated  only  in  the  context  of  public 
worship  on  Sundays  at  special  baptismal  festivals  throughout  the  year.   Candidates 
for  baptism,  or  the  parents  and  sponsors  of  young  children,  are  asked  to  attend  a 
short  preparatory  class.   To  arrange  for  a  baptism,  call  929-2193. 

CONFIRMATION  is  the  sacrament  by  which  young  people  and  adults  become  full  commu- 
nicant members  of  the  Episcopal  Church.   Confirmation  takes  place  at  public  services 
in  the  spring  and  fall  of  each  year;  provision  is  also  made  for  persons  already  con- 
firmed to  be  received  from  other  Episcopal  communions  or  to  reaffirm  their  faith. 
Seventh  graders  meet  as  a  class  during  the  school  year  to  prepare  for  confirmation 
in  the  spring.   INQUIRERS'  CLASSES  are  required  for  adult  confirmation;  the  series 
of  classes,  led  by  the  clergy,  is  offered  twi^e  annually  and  is  open  to  any  adult 
who  wishes  to  explore  the  ideas  and  practices  of  the  Christian  Church  as  followed 
by  Episcopalians.   If  you  would  like  to  be  notified  of  the  beginning  of  the  next 
class,  call  the  parish  office. 

WEDDINGS  celebrated  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross  require  substantial  premarital  coun- 
seling; no  wedding  dates  are  set  until  couples  meet  with  the  clergy.   More  weddings 
are  celebrated  here  than  at  any  other  parish  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.   A 
brochure  with  complete  information  about  weddings  and  receptions  at  the  Chapel  of 
the  Cross  is  available  in  the  parish  office. 

OTHER  SACRAMENTAL  RITES — such  as  the  Reconciliation  of  a  Penitent  or  Laying  on  of 
Hands  for  the  sick — are  available  and  are  often  appropriate  and  helpful  in  the 
strengthening  of  one's  spiritual  life.   Speak  to  one  of  the  clergy  for  more  infor- 
mation. 

PASTORAL  CARE  in  the  form  of  counseling  and  visitation  is  a  major  part  of  the  work 
of  the  clergy.   Priests  are  always  available  in  emergencies,  and  expect  to  be  noti- 
fied of  deaths,  hospitalizations,  and  other  personal  crises.   Appointments  for  coun- 
seling or  spiritual  direction  may  be  made  by  speaking  to  one  of  the  clergy  or  by 
calling  the  parish  office.   Pastoral  care  is  available  to  anyone  wishing  it,  regard- 
less of  church  background. 

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD.   Any  baptized  Christian  may  be  buried  from  the  church.   A  portion 
of  the  church  grounds  has  been  set  aside  for  burial  of  the  ashes  of  parishioners  and 
their  family  members.   Arrangements  for  services  and  disposition  of  remains  are  made 
in  consultation  with  one  of  the  clergy,  who  should  be  called  as  soon  as  possible  after 
a  death. 
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CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 


People  of  all  ages  are  invited  to  take  part  in  studies  to  deepen  and  strengthen 
the  roots  of  belief.   Lay  people,  in  consultation  with  the  clergy,  take  major 
responsibility  for  planning  and  carrying  out  programs  at  all  levels.   The  period 
from  10:20  to  11:00  a.m.  on  Sundays,  when  most  classes  take  place,  is  between  the 
two  principal  liturgies  for  a  good  reason:   sharing  in  the  words  and  acts  of  the 
church's  faith  is  essential  to  Christian  education. 

Classes  Offered  10:20  -  11:00  a.m.  on  Sundays 

Pre-School  Children  learn  that  they  are  part  of  a  loving  community,  and  explore 
themes  such  as  fear  and  trust,  sharing  and  celebration,  disobedience  and  forgive- 
ness.  Jesus  and  His  ministry  are  discussed  in  simple  terms.  Anne  Fields  (967-5573) 
and  Carol  Chambers  (489-8714)  are  the  pre-school  coordinators. 

Elementary  Grades  1-6  use  the  arts  -  especially  drama,  music  and  dance  -  as  ways  of 
interpreting  the  Bible  and  the  experiences  of  daily  life.   Children  are  encouraged 
to  take  part  in  liturgy  and  parish  life,  and  to  grow  in  faith.   The  coordinator  for 
the  elementary  grades  is  Fran  Riggall  (929-2193) . 

Junior  and  Senior  High  Classes  encourage  honest  discussion  as  a  way  of  facing  moral 
issues  and  decisions.   The  seventh  grade  class  is  a  year  of  preparation  for  confir- 
mation in  the  spring.   For  further  information  about  the  junior  high  program,  contact 
Dan  Riggall  (929-2193) .   The  senior  high  class  is  coordinated  by  Gerry  Unks  (967-6604) 

The  University  class  is  led  by  the  chaplain  (Bob  Duncan) ,  and  is  intended  for  Univer- 
sity students.   It  consists  of  Bible  study  and  the  examination  of  relevant  Christian 
thinking.   For  further  information,  see  the  campus  ministry  brochure  of  Biddings 
and  Bindings,  the  monthly  campus  newsletter. 

The  Adult  Class  is  stimulating  but  informal  and  may  be  joined  at  any  time.   Leaders 
are  clergy  and  lay  people  with  expert  knowledge  in  various  fields.   Class  topics  will 
be  announced  in  the  Cross  Roads,  the  parish  newsletter.
